LONDON, Aug. 20 (R) — The price of 
gold leapt to a eighth mouth high Friday as 
worries about the size of . U.S. bank loans to 
Mexico, pushed the dollar down on foreign 
exchange markets. 

Gokljumped more than S325 to S381.5 an 
ounce when trading, opened in London, its 
highest level since. February. It slipped back 
slightly on profit- taking, but setded at around 
$379 an ounce. 

Dealers said the weaker dollar and the 
prospect of lower U.S. interest rates fol- 
lowing the congressional decision to accept 
President Reagan's record $98.3 bQlion tax 
bill had pushed up the price of gold. 

The vote in Congress and fears that U.S. 
banks could face problems over the size of the 
loan exposure in Mexico undermined the dol- 
lar oh foreign exchange markets across the 
world, v. 

In Tokyo, the dollar shed two yen on the day 
to closeat 235.8 yen, almost 10 yen less than 
the five-year high. The dollar was fixed at 
2.4570 marks in Frankfurt, down more than 
threes pfennings from Thursday's 2.4880. 

In London, sterling was also stronger 
against the dollar, trading at $1.7432 com- 
pared to Thursday's close of i .7230.

Bombay crushes 
revolt by police 

BOMBAY. Aug. 20 (AFP) — The adminis- 
tration in this western metropolis crushed a 
short-lived police revolt by sheer military 
might Friday and pat behind bars over 700 
persons, including 79 rebel policemen. 

State Home Minister Shrikant JichJkar told 
newsmen that the situation ih this city of eight 
million was “completely under control,’’ but 
said he had asked the army and paramilitary 
forces to remain on duty as a precautionary 
measure, adding, “they wflj work more as a 
deterrent.” He refused to say when the army 
would be withdrawn. 

Jichkar said 96 percent of Bombay’s police 
force had reported back to duty. But rebel 
police sources contradicted government 
claims and said many policemen were either 
confined to their houses or barracks. The 
trouble started Wednesday when the 
majority of the Maharashtra state capital's 
22,000-strong police force rebelled in protest 
against a government swoop on their leaders 
who were demanding higher wages and bet- 
ter working conditions. 

The riots, which left at least five officially 
killed and 22 injured, had plunged the busin- 
ess capital of India into panic and fear. But 
the situation improved as the army took 
complete charge of law and order and the 
administration gave it the order to shoot on 
sight. 

The city was limping back to normalcy Fri- 
day and there were no major incidents 
although isolated instances of stone throwing 
continued in a few places. The 41 -hour-long 
curfew, which was imposed at midday Wed- 
nesday. was lifted Friday morning enabling 
office workers to return to their jobs. Friday 
afternoon, Bombay was back to its usual self, 
with tr affic jams all around, hawkers clogging 
up the pavements and the rattling, overcrow- 
ded Bombay transport buses back on the 
road. 

Jichkar said over 450 government trains and 
buses were damaged by angry crowds who 
aided the rebel policemen. Though offices 
reported moderate to good attendance, city 
schools remained closed for the third day Fri- 
day, officials said. 

Officials estimated the financial loss at 
several million dollars with the city transport 
corporation sustaining about $1 1 million loss 
due to destruction and damage to its fleet. 
Meanwhile, local analysts said though the 
government succeeded in crushing the rebel- 
lion. it has left a trail of uncertainties and 
simmering distruct which would pose prob- 
lems for Prime Minister Indira Gandhfs 
Congress Party which is in power here.

The prince of gold has shot up more than 
$40 since the beginning of this week, when it 
stood at $337.25 an ounce, and some dealers 
are optimistic that the metal will soon recover 
the $400 an ounce level it held at the begin- 
ning of the year. 

But market analysts are more cautious 
about whether the metal can sustain the rise. 
They say that although the weaker dollar and 
lower U.S. interest rates had improved the 
climate for gold, forecasts of a long-term 
upward trend for the metal could still be pre- 
mature. 

Meanwhile, activity of the New York Stock 
Exchange was more subdued Thursday than 
the frenzy that erupted earlier in the week. 
But rumors, later denied, that one or more 
U.S. banks were threatened with failure 
because of Mexico's plight’ made Thursday 
the sixth busiest trading day ever od the Big 
Board.

BEIRUT, Aug. 20 (Agencies) — As the 
Palestine Liberation Organization released a 
captured pilot and a kidnapped soldier Friday 
paving the way for a U.S. guaranteed PLO 
evacuation from West Beirut, President 
Reagan announced in Washington that he 
was sending U.S. forces to take part in the 
international buffer force. He warned all par- 
ties in the Lebanese conflict to avoid “ viola- 
tion^' of the peace plan. 

Reagan also stressed that the United States 
was comm itted to the “ rapid withdrawal of all 
foreign forces" from Lebanon. “Violations 
by any party,” he said, “will imperil the plan 
and bring bloodshed and tragedy for the 
Lebanese people". Those involved in the 
conflict, he added, “have a special responsi- 


bility on implementation" of the settlement 
negotiated bv U.S. special envov Philip 
Habib. 

The president did not say how many U.S. 
troops would take pan in the buffer force, but 
stressed that “in no case will our troops stay 
longer 30 days”. The United States, he said, 
had received” assurances" from all parties as 
to the safety of U.S. troops. 

“Our purpose", Reagan said, "will be to 
assist the Lebanese armed forces in carrying 
out their responsibilities for ensuring the 
departure of PLO leaders, officers and com- 
batants in Beirut from Lebanese territory 
under safe and orderly conditions." When 
asked whether U.S. troops would be pulled 
out in case of fighting, the piesident answered 


Implementation of Habib's peace plan 
"will set the stage for the urgent international 
action required to restore Lebanon's full 
sovereignty, unity and territorial integrity” 
Reagan said. But it was also geared to 
“obtain the rapid withdrawal of all foreign 
forces from that country and help ensure the 
security of northern Israel," he added.

Bekaa road 

NICOSIA. Aug. 20 (AFP) — Israeli for- 
ces Friday blocked the Baydar Mountain 
Road leading into Lebanon's eastern 
Bekaa Valley. preventing traffic from 
entering or leaving the Bekaa region 
which Syrian forces have controlled for 
the past two months. Lebanese radio said 
in a report monitored here. 

The radio also said the Beirut-Tripoli 
coastal road w-as cut off Tbursday and 
closed to travelers heading north but open ’ 
to those coming south from northern 
Lebanon. It did not specify who was 
responsible. 

The closure of the Baydar Road and the 
coastal route linking Beirut and Tripoli 
could isolate Bekaa and northern Leba- 
non from the rest of the country. 

Another key highway, from Beirut to the 
Syrian capital Damascus, has already been 
closed b; Israeli-Syrian fighting in the 
mountains. On the road to Tripoli, trucks 
and cars from Beirut were being turned 
Kto!. Thursday -i a roadblock at Barbara, 
between the zone controlled by rival 
Lebanese factions favorable respectively 
to Israel and Syria. 

These are the forces of the Phalangist 
leader Bashir Gemayel. favorable to 
Israel, and the A1 Marada militia who 
support former Lebanese President Sol- 
eiman Frangieh and are allies of the 
Syrians. 

The roadblock was several kilometers 
north of Jbeil (Byblos) where Israeli 
troops have been in position for ten days. 

Elsewhere in Damascus preparations 
were under way to accommodate about 
7.500 Palestinian commandos, official 
sources said Frdiay. These sources said 
that only half of the commandos were to 
be allowed to settle in Syria permanently. 
They refused to disclose where the PLO 
men would be housed. 

The sources said that “temporary camp 
sites.” were being readied to host the 
Palestinians. PLO Chairman Arafat and a

Compact U.S. unit 
goes to Beirut 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 20 (AP) — The 
U.S. marines who will go ashore In Beirut to 
help oversee the evacuation of Palestinian 
fighters will be drawn from an 1 ,800-member 
unit which has been afloat with the U.S. Sixth 
Fleet in the Mediterranean since May. 

The 32nd Marine Amphibious Unit is a 
self-contained force built around a battalion 
of riflemen and includes helicopters, 
amphibious assault craft and light artillery. 
The units belong to the Second Marine Divi- 
sion and second force service support group 
at Camp Lejeune. North Carolina, and the 
second marine aircraft wing at Cherry Point. 
North Carolina. 

The Marines are aboard the amphibious 
assault ship Guam and four other vessels: The 
NaskviBe, Saginaw, Hermitage and Mamtonc. 
Also in the area to provide cover is the air- 
craft carnet Independence and three escorting 
warships. 

Taipei to get 60 
U.S. jet fighters 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 20 (R) — The 
United States President Ronald Reagan for- 
mally notified Congress Thursday on his 
proposal to sell Taiwan 60 F5-E and F5-F jet 
fighters in line with the U.S. pledge to main- 
tain Taiwan’s defenses. 

The move followed only two days of the 
signature of an agreement between the 
United States and Communist China under 
which the United States will gradually reduce 
arms sales to Taiwan while Communist China 
agreed to seek a peaceful solution to the 
Taiwan issue. Congress has 38 days to veto 
the sale: 

The president said m a statement accom- 
panying Thursday's announcement that the 
U S.-Chinese agreement does not reduce his 
commitment to help Taiwan maintain ade- 
quate defenses. Congress was told Thursday 
that the sale of 30 F5-E and 30 F5-F jet 
fighters for S240 million was needed to main- 
tain Taiwan's air defense capability.

No sooner had the U.S. envoy. Philip 
Habib, reached an accord on ensuring the 
exit of Palestinian fighters from besieged 
Beirut than Israel started implementing the 
second stage of its plot in Lebanon, which 
could best be called the “second conspiracy." 

During the past few weeks, the London- 
based Al Afajaha Arabic weekly, a sister pub- 
lication of Atvb News, tried to collect as much 
information as possible on this conspiracy 
which is going to preoccupy the region for 
several months at least. The information 
gathered from well-informed European. 
American and Arab diplomatic sources 
reveals the broadlines of this grave con- 
spiracy. These could be summed up as fol- 
lows: 

(1) The Begin government would try to 
keep Lebanon as an “open front" for con- 
flicts and clashes. Through this “open front.” 
Israel would exercise an actual pressure on 
Syria, several other states and different Arab 
circles. It would specially attempt to blast the 
Reagan administration's plan to tackle the 
Palestine problem, as promised by Washing- 
ton to several Arab states. 

(2) The Begin government would also make 
an attempt to divide Lebanon and to set up a 
“small Lebanese state” with Christian 
majority and Muslim minority. The southern 
part of the country would be under the 
domination of Israel or its stooges represen- 
ted by men like Saad Haddad, while the 
Syrian forces will remain in Bekaa area. 

(3) In one way or the other, the Begin gov- 
ernment would try to do away with Palesti- 
nian camps completely in the south as also in 
the “tiny state.” The rest of the Lebanese 


civilians (numbering over half a million) 
would be made to accept one of the two alter- 
natives: either to rehabilitate and adapt 
themselves to rhe situation in the “new Leba- 
non” or to move from the “tiny Lebanon" 
and from the south to Bekaa or. better still, to 
other Arab states. In facr. Israel intends to 
create an Arab-Palesiinian "problem” by 
deporting the largest number of Palestinians 
now in Lebanon. The Israeli authorities have 
already begun to enforce this policy in South 
Lebanon. 

According to well-informed European 
sources, the information from Paris and 
several other European capitals has indicated 
that the U.S. opposes Israel's “second con- 
spiracy”. as it would oppose its efforts to 
solve the Palestinian problem and would 
place fresh and serious hurdles before the 
Arab- American relations. But these same 
sources fear that the Begin government might 
succeed in placing the Reagan administration 
before a fait accompli in Lebanon exactly as 
happened on several occasions, the last being 
the Israeli invasion of Lebanon. 

Al MajaOa took the lead in revealing the 
details of the secret U.S.- Israeli accord on 
this invasion. In its issue No. 1 23 of June 1 9. 
Al Majattn reported that Israeli Defense 
Minister Sharon “informed several top U.S. 
officials, during his May visit to Washington, 
of the details of a military plot Israel was 
intending to implement in South Lebanon 
only, with the aim of ousting the armed Pales- 
tinian forces from that region ... But Begin 
deceived Reagan." as he crossed the borders 
of South Lebanon and reached Beirut. This 
was confirmed to Al Majalla by the former 
U.S. President. Gerald Ford, when he said in 
the magazine's issue No. 131 that “I believe

PARIS. Aug. 20 (R.) — Twelve members of 
France’s banned extreme left organization 
Action Directe were arrested in a dawn raid 
early Friday, police sources said. 

Police swooped on several addresses and 
detained members of the group, which was 
banned earlier this week under a 1 936 law 
forbidding private militias. But the sources 
said the group's leader. Jean-Marc Rouillon. 
was not among those held. 

A warrant was issued this week for the 
arrest of Rouillon. w ho said in a newspaper 
interview earlier this week that Action 
Directe had been behind a series of attacks. 
But he denied they had been involved in last 
week's gun and grenade attack on a Jewish 


restaurant in which six persons were killed 
and 20 wounded. 

Police believe Action Directe may have 
provided a logistics base for the four or five 
men being hunted in connection with the 
attack on the Jewish restaurant. Action 
Directe is know n to have connections outside 
the country. The group is thought to be 1 00- 
strong. 

It first came to prominence in 1980 but 
recently claimed responsibility for a number 
of bomb attacks against Jewish and other 
targets. Early Thursday, a bomb badly 
damaged the offices of the right wing news- 
paper” Minute, and Action Directe claimed 
responsibUity.

“We also must help our friends, the Leban- 
ese. to reassert central government control 
throughout their country." Percy concluded: 
“All foreign military forces must be with- 
drawn as soon as possible.” 

American friends of Rigler who shared his 
concern about the drift of U.S. policy in this 
part of the world met to consider what could 
be done about it. The result was the drafting 
of a cable for which signatures are being sol- 
icited before it is sent to the White House. 
The text of the cable to be sent to President 
Reagan reads as follows: 

“ As American citizens working and living in 
the Arab world, we are horrified by the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon involving the 
death and injury of thousands of people, the 
destruction of cities and villages and the dis- 
location of whole communities. We have 
been particularly anguished by the indis- 
criminate bombardment of West Beirut and 
Israel's denial of food, water, medical sup- 
plies and fuel to the population. 

“We are outraged by the use of U.S.- 
supplied weapons in evident violation both of 
U.S. laws governing their use and of our 
cherished ideals of peace, respect for life, 
human rights and international order. 

“We call upon you to use all political and 
practical means at your disposal to ensure a 
speedy cessation to hostilities in Lebanon.”

He told Al -Riyadh the. proper atmosphere 
to unite the Arabs and expand the dialogue 
among them, to achieve a common ground 
should be prepared so that they might be able 
to “confront challenges facing the Arab nat- 
ion. . 

“Arab unanimity is not impossible.” he 
declared. -The foreign minister urged Arab 
leaders to “ rem ove all obstacles in the way of 
Arab unity, especially after the hard lessons

Referring to next month’s Arab Swxunit, he 
said that Morocco, had done its best to pro- 
vide the appropriate atmosphere and ensure 
success for the summit adding that his coun- 
try would also contribute to a successful out- 
come.

The minister said it was regrettable that the 
Arab world was not similarly organized as 
regards to development progress or politics. 

Essebsi added that the Arab world had been 
divided over the most important question, 
including the Palestinian causer.

“These blocs and groupings were not up to 
the level of the latest Israeli challenge, one of 
the severest and strongest challenges by-

facilitated attempts by the two superpowers 
“to win us over to their side, but this does not 
mean th ey will succeed in this.”

WASHINGTON. Aug. 20 (R) - Officials 
of the League of Arab Americans have called 
on the United States to open a dialogue with 
the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
on an overall Middle East peace after the 
Lebanon crisis is settled.

Sadd said in remarks to reporters that 
league officials told Bush U.S. policy in the 
Middle East was being impaired by its strong 
backing for Israel. “The Arab countries must 
be assured that the U.S. government is 
equally supportive of their national interests 
as of Israel* s interests.*' a document given to 
Bush said. 


Mubarak demands 
overall solution 
for Mideast crisis 
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JAKARTA. Aug. 20 (AFP) — Indonesia 
has called for the Islamic world to strengthen 
its unity and give priority to solidarity to 
“counter its common enemy — Israel." 

In an official statement here to mark Satur- 
day’s Islamic Solidarity Day for the Palesti- 
nian people. Foreign Minister Mochiar 
Kusumaatmadja said the Palestinian people

UNTIED NATIONS, (AFP) — The num- 
ber of Ugandan refugees crossing into south- 
ern Sudan each day has dropped to about 200 
from a peak of 900 at the beginning of the 
month, according to the United Nations High 
Commissioner for refugees. There are now 
about 150,000 Ugandans in Sudan, a 
UNHCR spokesman said Friday. 


ROME. Aug. 20 (Agencies) — The World 
Food Program ‘(WFP) will provide flour, 
milk, oil and sugar to 7.000 Lebanese and 
Palestinians, mainly women and children 
who have fled from Lebanon to Syria, the 
United Nations agency has announced. 

The emergency aid worth SI 42.700. bor- 
rowed from stocks of food already sent to 
Syria for development projects, will run for 
three months and benefit refugees who are 
not covered by the U.N. program for dis- 
placed Palestinians. 

The Syrian government estimates 14.000 
people have sought refuge in Syria from the 
fighting in Lebanon. 

The WFP also said Friday it is sending aid to 
Swaziland and Egypt because of drought and 
to Somalia to help feed refugees. A statement 
said an unusual drought in Swaziland has 
caused a foodgrain shortage of 40,000 tons, 
or more than a quarter of the country's needs. 
The agency is sending $1.3 million in food 
aid. 

In Egypt, the drought was reported to have 
caused heavy damage to the barley crop in 
the northwestern coastal zone and created a 
severe fodder shortage for livestock. The 
agency said the bedouins are resorting to 
premature slaughtering and urgent sale of 
their sheeps and goats. 
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WHAT ABOUT M.E. PEACE? 

A plan for the evacuation of the Palestinian commandos from 
Beirut has been accepted by the parties concerned which include the 
Israelis to make it one of the most bizarre and humiliating accords in 
the modern history of the Middle East. 

Using sheer brute force supplied by the U.S.. the Israelis invaded an 
Arab country, destroyed several cities and occupied the capital, 
demanding the evacuation of the Palestinians from it and the rest of 
the country . Even the heyday of Western and Eastern imperialism 
did not witness such brazen acts of brigandage at a state level. But 
then Israel has the full military might of the U.S. behind it and the 
Arabs have the full benefit of divisions and mutual suspicions and 
have reaped the bitter fruit of their lack of coordination and plan- 
ning. 

The pathetic result of all this is that no Arab country has been party 
to the Lebanese fiasco. Philip Habib, an American envoy, conveyed 
American and Israeli "wishes” — orders really — to get the Pales- 
tinians nut of the country. Neither Syria with its ‘deterrent" forces in 
the country nor its army next door, could influence the turn of events. 
No other country has bad the military muscle to bring any pressure to 
bear on the situation. 

This calls for some serious soul-searching by the Arab governments 
w hen they meet in their forthcoming summit, provided this meeting 
dues not also evaporate into a dream or concentrate on rhetorical 
speeches that serve no good purpose. 

The Palestinian commandos will be spread out in several Arab 
states which will make sure that their guests behave themselves and 
do not go beyond making press statements that do not embarrass the 
hosts. 

But what of the future? What about the much-touted comprehen- 
sive peaceful and just settlement in the Middle East that every Arab 
government has been talking about? Will the summit conference 
address itself to such crucial matters or wall it be too late to do 
anything about it now that the Palestinians have left Beirut? 

A lot of Palestinian and Lebanese blood has been spilled and it will 
be an additional catastrophe if little of substance should result to 
justify part of these supreme sacrifices.

Friday’s newspapers highlighted 
the Saudi speech before the 
special session of the U.N. 
General Assembly on the Pales- 
tine question in which the King- 
dom affirmed thauit could not 
stand idly by in the face of danger 
in the Middle East. The papers 
also warned of possible Israeli foul 
play against the Palestinian fight- 
ers during their withdrawal from 
Lebanon because “the enemy has 
not refrained from killing chil- 
dren. women and old people 
besieged in West Beirut.'* 

Oicaz said the Kingdom's address 
had ‘confirmed that Saudi Arabia 
cannot stand idly by in the face of 
dangerous events in the Middle 
East region." 

'This confirmation emanates 
from the Kingdom's deep convict- 
inn rhat any initiative which does 
not recognize the legitimate rights 
« if the Palestinian pcnple including 
self-determination and an inde- 
pendent state on Palestinian soil, 
is doomed to failure." the paper 
wrote. 

It said the end of the Beirut crisis 
“did not mean the end of Palesti- 
nian ‘presence at international 
lurums or that the question was no 
!«-.ngi:r the key issue tn the Middle 
bus! problem." The paper called 
• o *::c U.S. administration to 
understand the Palestine Liberat- 
ion Organization's (PLO) position 
if it "really thinks of a comprehen-

"The PLO’s political flexibility 
and its respect for U.N. resol- 
utions on the Palestine question 
must encourage the U.S. adminis- 
tration to embark on direct 
negotiations with the PLO. the 
sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people." 

Al-Jtairak warned against an 
Israeli lightning attack on the 
Palestinian fighters during their 
withdrawal from West Beirut. The 
paper said the Israeli government 
"seeks to eliminaie the Pales- 
tinians from the surface of the 
globe.” 

It added that Israel’s "treacher- 
ous past and militaiy madness 
showed it unleashed its wrath on 
children, women, the disabled and 
old people in West Beirut."

Al -Madinah praised the King- 
dom’s international role in 
defense of Arab “dignity and 
entity." it said Saudi Arabia did 
not tend to create an uproar over 
its incessant efforts in this regard, 
but kepi silent. 

"This silence should not be 
regarded as a sign of weakness, 
since it was prompted by the 
Kingdom’s policy of rising above 
trifling matters." it added. (SPA) 


How many died 
in Israeli 
bombardment 
of West Beirut?

BEIRUT — 

While hopes are high here that the military bom- 
bardment of West Beirut may be ended, one quest- 
ion looks like remaining unsolved — how many 
people perished during the Israeli attacks. Leban- 
ese and foreign officials involved in emergency 
work are doubtful of ever being able to arrive at a 
final death toll figure from among the estimated half 
million civilians who have spent nine weeks under 
Israeli siege. 

With no strong central authority to keep records 
and with hundreds of bodies believed to be still 
under the rubble, figures produced so far are open 
to challenge. Dr. Kamel Mohanna. president of the 
Amel Welfare Association which has set up several 
emergency hospitals with overseas aid. put the toll 
at 5.000 dead and 15.000 wounded in Beirut from 
the time of the first air raids on June 4 to the final 1 1 
hours of bombing that ended on Aug. 1 2 with the 
latest ceasefire. 

Dr. Mohanna told Reuters the figures were com- 
piled by Lebanon's higher relief committee based 
on hospital data. "It has to be an estimate," he said. 
"Many of the dead never reached hospital, and the 
wounded were often treated in emergency centers 
which kept records and had to close down when 
they got shelled." 

De Sal is. head of the International Red Cross 
team in Lebanon, said the organization made no 
attempt to keep a tally. "Anyone who gives you 
figures has to be malting them up." he said." Tm not 
saying that a figure of 5.000 dead is wrong, just 
that no one can be sure." 

"When did you last have a war where one side set 
about destroying the other’s capital city? In the 
Second World War. cities were bombed but the civil 
defense was working and they had the right equip- 
ment to make sure every body was recovered and 
recorded.” 

In West Beirut, however, civil defense effort is 
split among about 10 organizations, often run by 
the leftist militias and commando groups that con- 
trol the area. 

Amid the rubble of a bombed apartment bank in 
the Sanaveh district close to the center several 
organizations took turn to excavate with a bull- 
dozer. Lacking cranes and cutting equipment, it was 
a slow job and mourners waited over a week to see 
the remains of their relatives. At less prominent 
bomb sites rescue teams had to move on before 
finishing, leaving corpses to be dug up when Beirut 
sets about reconstructing its devastated areas. 

Many of the victims were refugees who packed 
into the center of West Beirut to escape shelling of 
Palestinian areas in the southern suburbs. When 
their temporary homes were hit. no one knew how 
many people were in the building. "The refugees 
moved ifrcm basement to basement. They did not 
know with whom they were sharing." said De Salis. 

Rescue teams dealt with dozens of cases in which 
no one claimed the bodies. Marilyn Ezzedine of the 
Lebanese Red Cross said: “If no one asked about 
them, we had to get permission from the 
municipality to bury them in mass graves." 

Mrs. Ezzedine said an indication of the true size of 
the death toll could only be got adding up figures 
from about 40 organizations involved. 

One organization that keeps its own records is the 
400-bed American University Hospital. Beirut's 
biggest. By the time of the last ceasefire, it had 
taken in 256 and 1 .944 wounded, of whom 495 
were admitted. 

The worst single day for casualties was Aug. 4 — 
•‘black Wednesday" — when Israeli gunners raked 
West Beirut from end to end. Rescue workers say 
hospital figures give only an inkling of the size of the 
tragedy. Because morgues were often full, bodies 
could not be taken there and so did not figure in the 
statistics. (R)

Now they will all die just 
because of you! Again I'll tell you to stop the war 
and I tell a million more times until you stop it.

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Reagan adopts tough policy toward Cuba

WASHINGTON — 
Cub an- American relations appear to be beading 
for a particular rough patch. Among the palm trees 
on the holiday island of Key West, off the south 
coast of Florida, the U.S. Navy has started to build 
two huge 250-foot radio antennas to broadcast 
Radio Jose MartL the Regan administration's new 
propaganda station beamed at Cuba. 

On Capitol Hill last week conservative senators 
pushed through a resolution to “prevent by what- 
ever means may be necessary, including the use of 
arras." Cuban aggression or subversion in the Wes- 
tern Hemisphere. 

Next month, a federal grand jury in Miami is 
expected to indict head of the Cuban Navy Vice- 
Admiral Aido San tarn aria Cuadrado on charges of 
abetting drug smuggling from South America to 
Florida. 

Tough talk about Cuba always goes down weD in 
election years, of course. You can almost bet on 
some members of the “lunatic Right” frothing at 
the mouth over Havana. But the current spate of 
anti- Castroism seems more excessive than usual. 
Although the State Department has dropped its 
talk of economic blockades and of “going to the 
source" of the weapons supplies, presumed to come 
from Cuba, to Nicaragua and the guerrillas in El 
Salvador, it is showing a cavalier disregard for its 
foreign service officers most experienced in Cuban 
affairs. Two of the top posts in the U.S. interest 
section in Havana — the U.S. does not have a full 
embassy — and the top post on the Cuban desk at 
the State Department have been filled with people 
who have no background on Cuba. The implication 
is that the administration is not interested in any 
dialogue, but. rather, wants to start a new era of 
confrontation. 

Gone, for the moment certainly, are any hopes of 
an advance of the friendly talks heralded last spring 
by Castro's cautiously-stated desire to open a 
dialogue with Washington on the future of the 
Caribbean basin. That had come after Secretaiy of 
State Alexander Haig’s meeting in Mexico with 
Cuba's vice-president and was followed by a secret 
meeting in Havana between Castro and Gen. Ver- 
non Walters, the crusty former CIA deputy direc- 
tor. 

The Walters' visit was seen as little more than 
diplomatic posturing. It was quickly followed by the 
expulsion of two Cuban diplomats at the United 
Nations on charges of violating U.S. statutes by 
buying and trying to buy high technology elec- 
tronics equipment. One of them wa« said to have 
been followed by the FBI for mo:e than a year. 


Setting up Radio Marti and pushing for the 
indictment of the Cuban navy, as the Justice 
Department is doing, may appear to be saber- 
rattling moves without diplomatic risk, but they are 
not. 

Named after a 19th century Cuban revolutionary 
poet, who was actually anti- American, Radio Marti 
seems especially D1 -conceived. The real problem 
will come when the station starts broadcasting: Cas- 
tro has vowed that he will retaliate by j amming U.S. 
commercial stations — and he could reach 200 
stations in 52 states with jamming devices from 
Cuba. Hie Pentagon has said it will consider such 
jamming to be a “hostile act." In view of last week’s 
Senate resolution on the use of “whatever means 
may be necessary to put Cuba down," it is not 
difficult to imagine hawkish cries for armed inter- 
vention. 

The Justice Department’s determination to indict 
the Cuban Navy chief is no less risky, dip- 
lomatically, and is being seen here as an especially 
churlish effort to embarrass Castro. U.S. grand 
juries rarely indict foreign officials — the last time 
was over the Chilean intelligence-inspired murder 
in Washington of former Chilean Ambassador 
Orlando Letefier. 

The evidence made public so far of Cuban com- 
plicity in drug running from South America to 
Florida is the stuff of grade-B movie plots. It would 
make a terrific script, but hardly a winnable pro- 
secution case. The central character is a 35-year-old 
Colombian-born Caribbean adventurer and 
fugitive named Jaime Guillot who was arrested in 
Mexico City last November. He had been wanted 
on fraud charges in Mexico, and was also wanted in 
Colombia and Miami on drug charges. The CIA 
questioned Guillot in Mexico recently because they 
said they were particularly interested in' his repor- 
ted ties with Cuban officials and a tiny urban guer- 
rilla movement in Colombia called M-19. 

The information on Guillot had come, in part, 
from a feilow-Colombian. Juan Lazaro Cramp 
Perez, also known as Johnny theCramp, who wi 
arrested in Miami last January on narcotics traffick- 
ing charges. He was given bail — at $3 million — 
and decided to turn government witness. He claims 
that he and Guillot had meetings with Cuban 
officials to arrange arms smuggling' to Central 
American countries and also to discuss fees to be 
paid to the Cuban Navy for help in avoiding U.S. 
coast guards. 

According to his stoiy. “mother ships” laden with 
drags, marijuana or cocaine, heave to in Cuban 
waters after sailing from Colombia and smaller, 
faster boats transfer the drugs to the Honda coast 


Fees from $800,000 for “protection" of the mother 
ships to $50,000 for the smaller boats are paid to 
Cuban officials, according to Johnny the Crump. 

Even U.S. officials close to the drug investigations 
in Florida were not ready to take the evidence of 
these two characters seriously. (ONS)

Thus, he placed 
Reagan before the fail accompli, which made 
the American president not only urgently 
demand an assurance of the Israeli with- 
drawal from Beirut and Lebanon (as a whole) 
but to stop barbaric raids and bombardments 
against Beirut. However. European sources 
still fear that Begin might repeat the stoiy 
with Reagan and “impose” on him the 
implementation of the "second conspiracy” 
in Lebanon. 

Frontiers of “tiny Lebanon’ 1 

AlMajaUa learned from reliable American 
and European sources that the idea of par- 
titioning Lebanon and creating a “tiny 
Lebanon” was seriously debated in several 
U.S.-Israeli meetings held during the past 
few weeks. 

During his recent visit to Washington, the 
Israeli opposition leader, Shimon Peres, rai- 
sed' the idea of partitioning Lebanon with a 
number of American officials including Sec- 
retary of State George Schultz. Well- 
informed American sources confirmed that 
Schultz expressed his opposition to this prop- 
osal and said that the Reagan administration 
would exert all its efforts to keep Lebanon 
united under a single and strong legitimate 
authority. 

Peres had visited Washington in full under- 
standing with Begin to make an attempt to 
justify the invasion of Lebanon and its after- 
math and to show the “unity” of Israel's 
attitude toward this action. Hours after his 
meeting with Schultz. Peres received several 
U.S. pressmen in Washington, inducting the 
Washington Post correspondent. He told 
them that he considered the best solution for 
Lebanon, and most suitable for its continuity 
was to partition it and to bring it to the limited 
borders which had existed after the World 
War I. 

According to information gathered by Al 
MajaUa from well-informed Lebanese sour- 
ces and from American and French circles. 
Begin sees eye to eye with Peres on raising 
the subject of “tiny Lebanon” . Besides, some 
unofficial Lebanese circles also endorse this 
idea which has been studied more than once. 
The “tiny Lebanon.” aS propounded by Peres 
and supported by some Lebanese circles, 
begins, in the sooth, after Sidon and incor- 
porates part of Bekaa. inducting Zable. It 
stretches upto the north but does not indude 
Tripoli. In accordance with this “concept” or 
"plot.” the South Lebanon, including Sidon 
and Tyre, will be under the jurisdiction of 
Israel in one way or the other, while North 
Lebanon and Bekaa will be under Syria as it 
used to be before the establishment of 


Greater Lebanon in 1943. 

In case this “tiny Lebanon” is set up. it 
would constitute a Christian majority (bet- 
ween 55 and 60 percent) and the rest as Mus- 
lim minority. According to this “concept.” 
this small state can be “neutralized” and iso- 
lated from the Middle East crisis as also from 
the' future of the Palestine issue. It would be 
possible through the total elimination of the 
Palestinian camps and the expulsion of all or 
most of the P^estinian civilians either to 
Bekaa or the north or to other Arab states. 
espedaPy to Jordan. 

Lebanon’s unity, a mirage 

. The partition of Lebanon in this manner 
has also been discussed by several non- 
offirial Israeli personalities with some Middle 
East affairs experts at the U.S. State Depart- 
ment and President Reagan's National Sec- 
urity Council. Among these Israelis include 
Prof. Amos Barlmotr who holds U-S.-lsraeli 
nationality and is known for his close ties with 
Begin and Sharon. Recently, he was in Leba- 
non for several weeks and later he met Begin 
and Sharon to be acquainted with IsraeTs 
future plots, and then came back to Washing- 
ton to propound the idea of partitioning 
Lebanon. 

A couple of weeks ago, Barlmotr published 
quite a significant article in the influential 
Waff Street Journal criticizing the American 
policy in Lebanon. He said: "The Lebanese 
unity, which the U.S. is trying to revive is a 
mirage, so is what is now known as the 
Lebanese central government with which 
Philip Habib is dealing." He went on to say 
that the invasion of Lebanon has created “a 
new equation” in this country, adding that 
there ought to be a Syrian-Israeli understand- 
ing on the future of Lebanon and that 
America must support this understanding. 
He considered Lebanon "a group of para- 
military feudal leaderships with no national 
character He further added that the "real 
Lebanon whose features have begun to 
appear is thus: 40 percent of Christians. 
Shiite and Druze in an area incorporating 
most of the central Lebanon, Beirut and 
Beirut-Damascus Road npto the Litani 
Riyer; 35 percent will include the north and 
the north- central - part of Bekaa to be domi- 
nated by Syria while the rest will be South 
Lebanon stretching from the Litani RiveT, 
which would include Sidon and Tyre and 
remain under the command of Saad Had- 
dad.” 

Barlmotr said this situation would “consti- 
tute a valid starting point for a Syrian-Israeli 
treaty similar to the one between Egypt and 
. Israel Syria can recognize Israel give up its 
•support for the PLO and sever its ties with 
Iran, in exchange for the restoration of the 
Golan Heights and gaining a portion of the 
Bekaa Valley. This (position) will be just like 
the Sinai in regard to Egypt.” He added, 
however, that there was no understanding

between Syria and Israel on this point, but he 
urged the U.S. (oendoise the plan and help in 
its realization. 

During the past two weeks, several articles 
have appeared in American newspapers and 
magazines promoting the idea of dividing 
Lebanon. One such article was written by a 
pro-Israel American, Philip Ghablan, in the 
Washington Post last week. He said the pre- 
vailing situation demanded the presence of 
the Syrians in Bekaa and of the Israelis in 
South Lebanon. He added that this would 
lead to the final partitioning of Lebanon and 
that Israel would welcome the establishment 
of a small Christian state in Lebanon. 

The same topic was raised by Begin during 
his last June visit to Washington after the 
invasion of Lebanon. Informed American 
sources had confirmed that Begin did not 
frankly put forward the idea of partitioning 
Lebanon but he did give to the then Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig a concept of the 
Lebanese situation which would eventually 
lead to partition. He told Haig that Israel 
considered the realization of a Muslim- 
Chrisiian rapprochement in Lebanon in the 
near future quite an improbability. 

Therefore, any authority or government 
coming up as a result of a need for this accord 
would be "weak” and based on “mutual con- 
cessions,". In Begin’ s view, Lebanon must be 
administered in the coming stage by an 
“actual powerful authority”, no matter if this 
led to the Christian domination, under the 
leadership of the Pbalangists, over the coun- 
try’ s situation. Such a concept cannot be 
given a practical shape unless Lebanon is 
divided in a manner in which the Muslims 
become a minority in the “tiny state." 


The plan of American move 

Israel has already begun to create the 
"suitable atmosphere” for the implementa- 
tion of this “second conspiracy” in Lebanon. 
Jr is now not only content with its domination 
of nearly 65 percent of the Lebanese territory 
and the adoption of a number of measures in 
South Lebanon to consolidate its position 
and the influence of its allies there, but is 
taking military measures with a view to pav- 
ing the way for a confrontation with the 
Syrians in the Bekaa area. Consequently, 
Israel has despatched its forces, tanks and 
various other enforcements to North Leba- 
non and to a number of hilly positions over- 
looking Bekaa — a place where the Syrian 
forces numbering between 25,000 and 30,000 
are stationed. 

According to the information reaching 
Washington and several European capitals, 
Israel is now preparing to open a conflict with 
the Syrian forces and the Palestinian fighters 
in the north. (There are 7,000 Palestinian 
fighters in the north and in Bekaa, in addition 
to the other tens of thousands of Palestinians. 


Israefs actual objective behind this conflict 
is to compel America to intervene to “stop 
fighting" between the Syrians and the Israelis 
and to open negotiations for the division of 
Lebanon. The Reagan administration, how- 
ever. does not support the Israeli concept, as 
the former is engaged in a dialogue with 
Syria. Jordan, Egypt and some other Arab 
states, in order to find a formula for the set- 
tlement of the Palestinian issue. Reagan has 
personally told several Arab governments 
that he would tackle the Palestinian problem 
as soon as the Palestinian fighters make an 
exit from Beirut. Last weekend, he met with 
Schultz and other experts on the Middle East 
affairs to discuss the details of the American 
move in the coming stage. 

Al MajaUa learned from informed Ameri- 
can sources that President Reagan still 
remains convinced on the need for solving the 
Palestinian problem on the basis of the Pales- 
tinian autonomy talks as envisaged by the 
Camp David accords. But. on the basis of 
Schultz' s advice. Reagan is seriously thinking 
of announcing the American concept of the 
Palestinian autonomy. The talks Reagan had 
with his advisers are reported to have cen- 
tered on the following: 

To ensure that, after a transitional period of 
about five months, the Palestinian autonomy 
must give the Palestinians the right to self- 
determination and the establishment of a 
Palestinian homeland; 

To ask Israel to freeze all measures concer- 
ning the actual annexation of the West Bank 
and Gaza, and to suspend the construction of 
settlements; 

To invite Jordan and Palestinian represen- 
tatives for participation in the autonomy 
talks, side by side with Egypt and Israel, 
under America's supervision. 

But Begin' s government totally opposes this 
concept, as Begin wants to annex the West 
Bank and Gaza and to blast every action 
aiming at N the revival of talks. He. in fact, 
wants to lay fresh obstacles before the 
Arab-American ties. In view of Begin's 
attitude. Dr. Burros Ghali. Egypt’s minister 
of state for foreign affairs, has declared that 
his country would not resume the autonomy 
talks with Israel before the latter's with- 
drawal from Lebanon. 

Has the “Beirut conflict” ended? 

Summing up from all this, it seems that the 
"battle of Lebanon" would not end with an 
end to the “Beirut conflict.” The Lebanese 
official radio broadcast last Monday that the 
“Beirut conflict” had come to an end and the 
crisis was on its way to a political solution. At 
the beginning of this week, it seemed as 
though an accord has been reached among 
the parties concerned on the exit of the Pales- 
tinian fighters from Beirut, while Philip 
Habib was able to have some of the Israeli 
conditions abrogated Israel rescinded its 
insistence on getting a list of the names of 


Palestinians who would leave Beirut and the 
way they would be sent to the Arab states. It 
had also agreed to the supervision of the exit 
process by the international observers. The 
only question that remains is the return of the 
Israeli pilot taken captive by the Palestinian 
Resistance and the bodies of nine Israeli sol- 
diers who had been killed in the south during 
the 1978 conflict. Habib has already prom- 
ised to see this done. 

Reports available at the beginning of this 
week indicated that the Palestinians will start 
leaving Beirut Saturday and the process of 
their exit from the capital will take two 
weeks. The Palestinian fighters (numbering 
between 7,000 and 10.000) would be dis- 
tributed among Syria. Jordan. Iraq. Tunisia. 
North Yemen. South Yemen and Algeria. 
But Egypt continues to demand the format- 
ion of a Palestinian government in exile and 
America's recognition of the Palestinians.) 
rights before the movement of the Pales- 
tinians to Egypt. 

Such an accord may be doomed to failure as 
Israel prefers the murder of the Palestinians, 
especially their leaders, over their safe depar- 
ture from Beirut. On Aug. 12, Israel laun- 
ched 220 air raids on Beirut within 1 1 hours, 
in which 600 persons were killed and injured 
and a large portion of West Beirut was des- 
troyed. During this barbaric bombardment 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat got in touch 
with King Fahd and urged him to exert his 
own efforts to put an end to these raids. 


Consequently. King Fahd established con- 
tact with President Reagan and asked him to 
have the Israeli military operations stop 
immediately. Reagan, on his part contacted 
Begin over the telephone and told him 
angrily that he cannot accept Israel’s 
activities in Beirut. He told Begin that he was 
"shocked” by the happenings and added that 
Washington will immediately cease Habib’s 
mission. Reagan further said that Israel’s acts 
would reflect on the American-Israeli 
relations if Israel did not give up “destruction 
and bloodshed" in Beirut. Minutes after this. 
Begin ordered a ceasefire. 

The events of Aug. 1 2 created a crisis inside 
the Begin government and led to a flare-up 
between Begin and Sharon. Some of the 
cabinet ministers demanded Sharon’s dismis- 
sal as it was he w'ho had taken the decision of 
strafing Beirut that day without consulting 
the government. But. in fact, there is no 
“crisis” or a real difference between Begin 
and Sharon on the operation in Lebanon. 
There are only “ tactical” differences on some 
of the methods being pursued by Sharon. 
Besides. Begin is keen on keeping the bridge 
open with Washington, while Sharon con- 
siders Operation Lebanon as primarily an 
Israeli operation that ought to be implemen- 
ted in accordance with what Israel or he him- 
self. considers fit and proper. 

Consequently. Begin asked Sharon not to 
undertake any military operation without 
obtaining his personal sanction. 

However. Israel did not aw ait an end to the 
Beirut conflict, so it could implement the 
“second conspiracy". It has already embar- 
ked on it. It is yet to be seen if there is any one 
to stop Israel from doing so!

Home video entertainment 


Presley still has strong hold on pop music

' LOS ANGELES. (LAT) —Home Video is 3 
magazine that’s devoted to keeping us infor- 
med about the latest developments in the 
rapidly expanding field of home video enter- 
tainment. 

So. what contemporary hotshot do you 
think the magazine pul on the cover of this 
month's issue? Was it Jane Fonda, whose 
Workout exercise video is cited by the 
magazine as the nation's best -selling cassette 
these days? 

Or maybe Bill Murray, whose Stripes film is 
reportedly the most popular rental video? 

Or what about little E.T.? The Steven 
Spielberg movie isn't available yet on cas- 
sette, but the magazine editors could surely 
come up with some excuse to put such a sales 
booster on the cover. 

As it turns out. you won’t find any of these 
possibilities on the front of this month's Home 
Video. Instead, the photo belongs to Elvis 
Presley, who died five years ago in his Mem- 
phis home. 

In an article titled "The king has found a 


new place to dwell.” Home Video ’s J. Hob- 
erman points out that 13 Presley cassettes arc 
now on the market. And to show how fast 
things change in the home video field, the 
article is already out of date. 

A recent check of video outlets showed that 
two new Presley videos had just been 
released and that another one — an expan- 
ded version of last year’s This is Elvis movie 
— is due soon. It looks like the king of rock ' n' 
roll may also be the king of video. 

Presley was more than just rock's greatest 
star. He was also one of the most celebrated 
American heroes of modem times — a man 
who ignited youthful aspirations in this coun- 
try as much in the 50s as John F. Kennedy and 
the Beatles did in the 60s. % 

Even though his own American dream tur- 
ned into an American nightmare. Presley 
continues to have a strong hold on the pop 
imagination. An estimated 3.000 people a 
day file through Graceland. his Memphis 
mansion, where $5 tours were inaugurated 
this summer. RCA Records has released nine 
posthumous Presley albums, and each has 
made the national sales charts. __ 


One of the tragedies of Presley’s life was 
that he rarely tested his own artistic potential. 
Much of his career was wasted on formula- 
dulled films and indifferent recordings. 

The Presley video cassettes underscore how 
much time the late rock star wasted on 
shabby projects. But the best cassettes also 
are full of Presley's charm and charisma, and 
they document his status as a revolutionary in 
pop music. 

Because it provides the most perspective. 
This is Elvis is the most useful single Presley 
cassette. It offers scene from early TV shows, 
shots from newsreels, clips from home 
movies and lots of concert footage. The cas- 
sette, produced by David Wolper. and writ- 
ten and directed by Malcolm Leo and 
Andrew Solt. is expected to be released by 
Warner Home Video and shown as a three- 
hour network TV special late this fall. The 
old. 100-minute version of This is Elvis is 
currently being shown on cable and pay-TV 
services. 

The remaining Presley cassettes fall into two 
categories: movies and compilations drawn 
from concerts and TV appearances. The cas-

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: We are constantly advised of the seven danger 
■d gnak of cancer, but 1 have just lost my husband after futile operation 
for a malignant brain tumor. More specifically, it was a glioma of the 
brain and it seemed to have struck without warning. 

There were no symptoms until a week or so before the operation. 
Can you tell your readers and me more about this horrid thing? Were 
there symptoms we overlooked? It seems he never really had a chance. 
Could he have had? — Mrs. S. 

Dear Mrs. S.: Not knowing exactly what complaints vour husband 
suffered from. Mrs. S~ I can speak only in generalities. As anywhere 
else, there are many types of tumor in the brain. 

One estimate is that about 55 percent are malignant and about 45 
percent benign. But even a benign tumor can be “malignant.” in a 
way. if its situation in the brain is such that it menaces vital functions. 

As in your husband's case, some may attack stealthily and silently, 
so surgery comes too late. Other brain tumors may be metastatic 
(extensions from cancer elsewhere in the body — stomach. lungs, 
kidneys, etc.). 

Such are. of course, very serious and beyond help. But. as 1 said, 
there are the benign tumors. Early operation can save the patient. 
Usually, brain tumors are not silent. 

I recall one patient in his middle 40s who began to complain of 
severe headaches. His vision became blurred. Without any apparent 
reason he would have sudden vomiting spells. He also noticed a loss 
of equilibrium. He would get dizzy and sway when he walked. 

He immediately sought help. Examination of his eye grounds (back 
of his eye) showed presence of choked discoptic nerve blurred. 
Special X-rays also showed a growth. 

Braiasurgeons removed a benign tumor the size of an egg from his 
cerebellar region. He recovered completely. Had he waited much 
longer he might have lost his sight completely. 

What I have been saying. Mrs. S.. is that early diagnosis is impor- 
tant. Nobody should try’ to make his or her own diagnosis. Neverthel- 
ess. the following symptoms should make one suspicious: severe. 


unyielding headaches; vomiting without any other gastrointestinal 
symptoms; blurring of vision; unsteadiness of balance or gait; sudden 
change in personality. 

Then let the doctor decide. What seems to be brain tumefr may turn 
out to be something else.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have a knee that has become arthritic and 
about 50 percent flexible due to a cartilage operation 30 years ago. I 
am 50. 1 have been playing handball 25 years. 

A doctor had advised me to have a plastic knee inserted. My 
question: Do you believe that I could continue playing handball in my 
normal fashion if such an operation was performed? My doctor says 
yes. — Mr. B. 

Dear Mr. I've known some handball addicts (if you'll pardon 

the expression) and I know how you must feel. But it seems to me 
what should be first in your mind is the condition of your knee for the 
ordinary functions of life: walking, bending, running for a bus, etc. 
Therefore, m add a fourth question mark: why wony at this stage 
about handball? Be content with a well-functioning knee after 
surgery. 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: At the age of 56, I suffer from a fallen 
bladder. 1 notice it mostly when I take walks. It comes down. Is this 
serious? Can it be helped? — Afrs. T. 

Comment: See your gynecologist. If if s due to a vesicovaginal 
fistula (false opening between urinary bladder and vagina) it can be 
helped. The common name for the operation is “pelvic repair.”

In the 50s films. Hollywood experimented 
with putting Presley into James Dean-like 
roles as the misunderstood teen rebel who 
battles for identify and respect.

Blues in 1 960 and. especially, Blue Hawaii in 
1 961. the experimentation was largely aban- 
doned in favor of simple grind- em-out 
amusements in which the only mystery for the 
audience — and sometimes the only fun — 
was in learning what ludicrous occupation 
Elvis would be given: lifeguard, race-car 
driver, doctor in a ghetto hospital, helicopter 
tour guide. There is an added problem with 
the 60s films: the quality of songs was woeful. 

More noteworthy than the movies, 
generally, are the six compilation cassettes, 
all released by King of Video. The essential 
one is Elvis in the Fifties , which brings 
together Presley’s early TV appearances on 
the Ed Sullivan, Steve Allen and Dorsey 
Brothers shows. It gives us a priceless oppor- 
tunity to see how this young rock performer 
first presented himself to bewildered adult 
and enthralled teen-age audiences. 


Drought-hit Mongols feed 
horses on parched crops

WANG FU. Inner Mongolia' (LOS) — 
The drought that has devastated north and 
west China for three years is now menacing 
the Inner Mongolian grasslands, and the 
Mongols are feeding their famous horses on 
parched crops too stunted to harvest. 

Ditches, gulleys and broad river beds 
crisscross what the Chinese call “the big 
grasslands,” but the clouds stretching to the 
horizon shed no rain, the water courses lie 
rock strewn and desiccated and the grass is 
little more than aromatic stubble. 

Across this dusty universe wander herds of 
skeletal sheep, horses and cows, 
traditionally the working capital of the 
Mongols. It is these underfed creatures who 
now are allowed to feed in the wheat, potato 
and rape fields on the edge of the gras- 
slands. 

Even the wealthy Jia is worried. Squatting 
outhe floor of his yurt, the traditional round 
Mongolian felt tent, he says no rain has 
fallen for months, and if- it doesn't come 
quickly he expects a dramatic change for the 
worse in bis livelihood. 

For the last two or three years Jia bas 
taken to heart the post-Mao leaderships’ 
admonition “get rich.” IBs family’s cash 
income is well over $1,500 a year, several 
times the national average. In this pastoral 
brigade, according to Jia, most families 
make at least half what be does, not coun- 
ting their private sales of horses, wool and 
meat. 

Like all residents of China, Jia has nothing 
good to say for the Cultural Revolution.

India shows little concern for

NEW DELHI (AFP) — Over 2.2 million 
people toil as slaves in India, and state gov- 
ernments have shown little concern for their 
welfare and freedom, a federal government 
sponsored official report reveals. 

The Commissioner for Scheduled Caste and 
Tribes — a federal-controlled welfare 
organization — said that only 120.000 slaves 
had so far been freed and that state govern- 
ments not only refused to take up welfare 
schemes, but even “deny the prevalence of 
this pernicious practice.” 

Of India's 22 states 19 of them are ruled by 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi’s Congress (I) 
Party, which controls the federal govern- 
ment. 

Wednesday’s report was seen as the first 
official admission in recent years of the exis- 
tence of such a large number of slaves, 
officially called “bonded laborers.” The 
report and the statistics were based on a sur- 
vey done in several states by the National . 




The report said: “The commissioner has 
observed that during his visit to the tribal 
areas of eastern Bihar state, which has one of 
the lowest per capita incomes in India, he saw 
able-bodied men and women being taken by 
local influential persons to work in distant 
states.” 

“The apprehension of the commissioner 
(that the persons would end up as slaves) 
proved correct, as reports started appearing 
in the country’s newspapers that tribal boys 
and girls were working as bonded laborers in 
private brick kilns in other states.” 

The report was based on surveys conducted 
in 295 districts of the slave-prone states of 
Bihar. Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Karnataka, 
Orissa, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and Uttar 
Pradesh, but there has still been no com- 
prehensive national survey. Unofficial 
reports by social scientists on slaveiy in India 
have put die figure for slaves at a staggering 
five to six million. 

The federal report made no mention of the 
northern states of Punjab and Haryana.

Food distribution is adequate and primary 
medical care is nearby. The days are over 
when Communist China’s government 
allowed mill ions to starve as it sometimes 
did under Mao. and often under his pre- 
decessors. 

But the Mongol horses are showing their 
ribs, the foals lie feebly on their sides, and 
the grain is only knee-high at what should 
be harvest rime. 

If this harvest fails, emergency grain will 
have to be shipped to the great grasslands. It 
wflj add to the millions of tons China now 
requires every year from abroad, another 
crippling burden for a nation which needs 
■its foreign exchange to drag the countryside 
into this century.

where tens of thousands of agricultural 
laborers have been bonded by rich farmers 
for generations. “Unmarried girls and young 
men are brought by slave runners from 
drought-hit poor areas of the states and are 
re-sold to rich farmers, restaurant owners, 
and private individuals.’’ the report said. 

Earlier reports on slavery in India have 
revealed that the majority of Indian slaves 
today are “bom slaves" — their parents 
having been enslaved after not repaying 
money borrowed from a rich farmer. 

The majority work as agricultural workers, 
mainly in Punjab. Haryana. Bihar and Uttar 
Pradesh states. But others were lured by 
intermediaries to distant states in the hope of 
money and a good job. The issue of slavery 
came into sharp focus last year when a local 
journalist brought a middle-aged woman 
from a slave runner for about $300. The 
journalist claimed he bought the woman to 
show that slavery was still prevalent in India, 
but ironically criminal proceedings were 
t him under anti-slaverv laws.

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Soviet minister raps 
U.S. stance on arms 
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MOSCOW. Aug. 20 (AFP) — Soviet 
Defense Minister Dmitri Ustinov has blamed 
the United States for the absence of progress 
in the six -month-old Geneva negotiations on 
ihe limitation of nuclear arms in Europe. 

In an interview with Tass news agency 
Thursday. Marshal Ustinov also condemned 
what he called American leaks to the Wes- 
tern press on how the negotiations were pro- 
ceedings. when the understanding was to 
keep such information confidential. By mis- 
representing the Soviet position, such indis- 
cretions were not conducive to progress in the 
talks, the marshal warned. 

He went on to deplore that the United 
States "continues to cling to the notorious 
"zero option." which he defined as insistence 
on “the complete liquidation of all Soviet 
ground-based medium-range missil es." That 
proposal, the marshall added, “is clearly 
designed to torpedo the reaching of an 
agreement.** 

The defense minister recalled that the 
Soviet proposal is for a gradual reduction of 
such nuclear weapons between the Arctic 
Ocean and Africa and the mid Atlantic and 
the Urals over a five-year period, when each 


side would retain no more than 300 units of 
this type. 

“The Soviet Union ... will not u nna turally 
reduce its medium-range nuclear weapons,” 
the marshal] insisted, because there existed 
•‘approximate parity of forces” between the 
USSR and the U.S. and the Warsaw Pact 
treaty states and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Org aniza tion. This rough balance, he added, 
“was repeatedly admitted by many political 
leaders in the West” and in fact provided the 
basis for other “relevant Soviet- American 
agreements.” 

The Soviet official said that a particularly 
“eloquent” statement was made by U.S. 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger in an 
interview with American newsmen Aug. 9 
when he- stated that “all the activities of the 
Pentagon are directed at attaining superiority 
over the USSR in a nuclear war and at con- 
cluding it on terms advantageous to the 
United States.*’ 

“The Soviet Union,” the marshall stated, 
“rejects as a matter of principle the course of 
attaining military superiority. It does not 
aspire to it, but neither does it recognize such 
a right in the case of anybody else.” 


For selling babies 

42 to stand trial in Taipei 


TAIPEI. Aug. 20 (AFP) — Forty-two per- 
sons are to stand trial here in connection with 
an alleged international baby-selling ring said 
to have been broken up by police in April. 
The indictments were made Thursday after 
four months of investigation by the Taipei 
prosecutor’s office. Cases against eight other 
persons were dismissed due to lack of evi- 
dence. The group, allegedly mastermined by 
a 31 -year -old mother, Lin Chu Li-chin, was 
said to have kidnapped babies, , or placed 
newspaper advertisements for children, in 
order to sell them. 

The children were allegedly for adoption by 
couples in Australia, Switzerland, Finland. 
France, the United States and Thailand bet- 
ween 1979 and March this year. Most of the 
children were said to have been under the age 
of three. 

According to the allegations, parents who 


were unable to raise their children were paid 
up to $1,000 for their babies, which were 
then sold to foster parents overseas for bet- 
ween $4,000 and 55,000. 

Charges after Thursday* s indictments 
include offense against families, and forgery 
of documents required to sell an estimated 62 
children to foreigners. Indicted with Mrs. Lin 
were her husband, Lin Wen-chung, and three 
“suppliers”, accused of illegally sending chil- 
dren overseas ; without their parents’ know- 
ledge or consent. 

The others are suspected of being involved 
in a number of activities including stealing 
babies for sale and acting as baby sitters. Mrs. 
Lin, mother of a one-year-old son, was for- 
merly employed in a lawyer’s office 
specializing in arranging legal adoptions of 
local children to parents overseas. 


Floods in China leave 718 dead 


PEKING. Aug. 20 (AFP) — The floods that 
swept across Communist China's southwest 
Sichuan province recently left 718 dead and 
injured 6,000 others, a provincial official said 
Friday. 

The official said that 250,000 persons were 
left homeless, and nearly 8.5 million persons 
overall were affected by the floods in the east 
and northwest of Sichuan, China’s most 
populous province with 100 million people. 

The official said the floods last month des 1 
troyed 290.000 houses and left 20,000 head 


MOSCOW, (AFP) — Thousands of Mos- 
covites were seen converging on a downtown 
state department store when news went 
around that a shipment of jeans had arrived 
from Italy. About 1 5 militiamen were called 
hastily to control the crowd’s entrance to the 
shop. Jeans are still one of the most sought 
after items on the Soviet black market. A pair 
will sell for around 200 roubles ($270) — the 
equivalent of the average monthly wage. 
BOCA RATON, Florida (AFP) — An 
army of catfish is marching doggedly through 
Florida, but fish experts here are telling 
humans not to panic.

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Marilyn friend 
receives threats 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 20 (AFP)- Actor 
Ted Jordan, who claims to have found Mari- 
lyn Monroe’s long-lost diary, said Thursday 
be had received several telephone calls 
threatening his life. 

On Wednesday, Jordan announced he had 
found the diary, said to contain proof that the 
film star was murdered, but he refused to 
reveal its contents. Jordan said he met Mari- 
lyn Monroe in 1943, when thev both were 
under contract to 20th Century Fox. and 
remained a friend until her death in 1962. 

The actress’ friends have been searching for 
the diary for the past 20 years in a bid to find 
proof she did not commit suicide but was 
murdered. 

Milos Speriglio, a Los Angeles detective 
who was a close friend of Miss Monroe, has 
maintained for years that she was killed when 
she was about to reveal a series of state sec- 
rets gleaned during a love affair with Robert 
Kennedy, then U.S. attorney general. 

He said Miss Monroe had information on a 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) plot to 
kill Cuban head of state Fidel Castro. 
According to Jordan's latest statement. Miss 
Monroe's “little red .book” does not mention 
the CIA. But the television actor refused to 
comment on possible references to Kennedv, 
who was assassinated in 1968. 

Jordan said he found the diary in a neigh- 
bor's trunk but kept silent about it for years 
because he was frightened. Meanwhile, the 
state coroner said he wanted to question Jor- 
dan but he refused to say if there would be an 
investigation into the alleged reappearance 
of the diary. 


Wage strikes staeed 


Argentine 

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 2 (Agencies) — 
Argentina’s military government faced fresh 
pressure from the labor movement as the 
mechanics' union called a demonstration out- 
side the presidential palace for trade union 
freedoms and social justice. 

Bus drivers and railway-men staged a 24- 
hour strike Thursday to back demands for 
higher pay. the first major successful strike in 
Argentina since the armed forces con- 
solidated their rule after seizing power in 
1 976. The wave of labor unrest follows an 
unprecedented rise in unemployment and fall 
in real wages and comes at a rime of low 
national morale following Argentina’s defeat 
by Britain in the Falkiands (Malvinas) con- 
flict. 

Members of the mechanics' union in the 
capital planned to march on the presidential 
palace to submit a list of demands to Pres- 
ident Reynaldo Bignone. They called for an 
urgent return to democracy, an end to factory 
lay-offs, the repeal of laws limiting trade 
union freedoms and the adoption of 
economic policies that benefit the mass of the 
population. 

Gen. Bignone was appointed head of stale 
by the army last month to supervise Argen- 
tina's planned return to democracy bv March 
1 984. His government has adopted economic 
policies aimed at reflating Argentina's depre- 
ssed and debt-ridden economy but official 
figures published Thursday made gloomv 
reading. 

Meanwhile, at the United Nations, the 
Soviet Bloc. Cuba and Venezuela failed in 
their attempts Thursday to bar tw o Falkland 
Islands representatives from carrying their 
argument for self-determination to the 
United Nations' Decolonization Committee.

“We only ask for the chance to 
live our lives, unmolested and in the way we 
choose. 

After Argentina's April 2 invasion. Check 
said, "we were told we were colonial 
remnants that had no right to determine our 
own future, and that we must come to terms 
with the idea that all decision about our living 
would be taken by Argentine military com- 
manders ... Our tradition and culture are not 
Argentine. They are our own ... We believe in 
tolerance and justice and democracy. All we 
know of Argentina suggests the opposite.” 
Cheek expressed hope that the committee 
would endorse the Falkland Islanders' right 
to self-determination. 

British Ambassador Hamilton White 
reiterated his government's opposition to 
resumed negotiations with Argentina over 
the islands’ future.

TOKYO. Aug. 20 (AFP) — Japanese Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Kiichi Miyazawa Friday 
promised a stern warning ;o Science and 
Technology Agency director general Ichiro 
Nakagawa. criticized for relieving himself in 
the Diet garden. : ■ 

He made the promise at a meeting of the 
Diet steering committee in the House of Rep- 
resentatives (lower house), after a weekly 
magazine published a full-page photo of an 
man relieving himself on a tfee in the Diet 
compound garden. The man was later iden- 
tified as Ichiro Nakagawa. a lower house 
member and an influential leader of the 
ruling Liberal Democratic Pany. the 
magazine said. 

At Friday's meeting Matsuruo Yamaguchi, 
of the largest opposition Japan Socialist 
Party, commented that Nakagawa had 
committed a minor crime. “Such an act by an 
incumbent state minister is a matter of the 
cabinet’s political attitude.” he said. 

Under Diet rules a Diet member is to be 
punished for such acts if action is taken within 
three days. Nakagawa escaped punishment as ' 
the charge against him came much later than 
three days after the “incident.”

Henry Kaufman can turn a ‘bear* into a ‘ bull 9 


NEW YORK. Aug. 20 (R) — Economist 
Henry Kaufman is considered something of 
a magician on Wall Street — he can turn a 
‘beaY into a ‘bull’ overnight. 

Kaufman's extraordinary power was 
demonstrated Tuesday when, by forecas- 
ting further declines in interest rates, be 
halted the downward 'bearish' market 
trend, inspiring ‘bullish' optimism, and 
sparked the biggest one-day rally in stock 
and bond market history.

“People are looking for a man on a white 
horse to give them absolute answers in an 
uncertain investment environment and 
some consider Kaufman as guru,” said 
stock market analyst Michael Metz.

MILAN, Aug. 20 (R) — The liquidators of 
Banco Ambrosiano, Italy's largest private 
bank, asked a Milan court to rule tbe bank 
insolvent, with debts exceeding its assets by 
more than 500 billion lire ($360 million), 
court sources said. 

In Rome, senior monetary officials said an 
insolvency ruling by the Milan tribunal could 
open tbe way for charges of fraudulent bank- 
ruptcy to be brought by tbe state attorney's 
office. 

Court sources said the hearings were 
adjourned after three hours until next Mon- 
day. Fraudulent bankruptcy is a criminal 
charge under which a defendant is accused of 
bankrupting a company through fraudulent 
actions,' but first tbe company must be 
declared insolvent. 

Lawyers representing Ambrosiano' s small 
shareholders said last week they were plan- 
ning to seek criminal proceedings against the 
bank's former top management.

Japan outlines steps for growth

TOKYO. Aug. 20 (AP) — Japan must 
improve efficiency in both the private and 
government sectors in order to provide 
environment for greater economic growth, 
government planners said Friday in the 1 982 
■■white paper on the economy.” 

The annual report, released by the 
Economic Planning Agency after approval by 
Prime Minister Zenko Suzukfs cabinet, said 
Japan must continue to mark growth rates 
slightly higher than those in the United States 
and Europe to maintain "stability and vit- 
ality." 

It said the government, which in the late 
1 970s followed a policy of fiscal austerity to 
reduce government deficits and balance the 
budget, must make greater efforts to stimu- 
late the economy. 

The report said short-term fiscal and 
monetary measures aimed at fueling growth 
would serve only as a detrimenr to the 
economy and stressed the need for economic 
management based on long-term perspec- 
tives. 

High economic growth also is needed in the 
coming decades to support Japan's rapidly 
aging society while sustaining economic vit- 
ality. it said. Japan's older generation cur- 
rently account for 9.3 percent of the populat- 
ion. and a recent government projection 
estimated the ratio would reach 1 5.5 percent 
by the year of 2000. 


. Analyzing Japan's sluggish economy in the 
past year, it said the slowdown was primarily 
due to the prolonged inventory adjustment 
resulting from slack domestic demand and 
. exports. Japan registered an inflation ad jus- 
- Percent economic growth in fiscal 

1 98 T. which ended in March, l! was the low- 
est pace of growth in seven years. 

The report traced the recession in major 
indusuial countries to the priority of fighting 
inflation at the expense of economic stimulat- 
ion. It said major countries also tightly con- 
trolled money supply to reduce governmental 
deficits. These steps, it said, resulted iu the 
current worldwide recession and led to an 
increase in unemployment. 

Hieh interest rates in the l Initod States in 


particular hampered the recovery of the 
world economy, it said. Economic Planning 
Agency Chief Toshio Komoto said must shift 
to economic stimulation to recover from the 
effects of the worldwide recession. 

Komoto. citing increases in unemployment 
and problems among medium and smalt-size 
enterprises, said he would like to put together 
economic stimulation measures by early Sep- 
tember. calling a special diet session "as soon 
as possible to introduce a supplementary 
budget for public works. The seasonally 
ad justed unemployment rate was 2.48 per- 
cent in June, according to the agency. The 
Japanese rate would be higher if calculated 
by American and European standards.

NEW YORK. Aug. 20 (AP) — Represen- 
tatives of 1 00 banks. 55 of them American 
began a closed meeting Friday with Mexican 
. government officials, who were expected to 
ask for a delay in repaying some of Mexico's 
$80 billion in foreign debt. 

The meeting was held in a 1 0th floor confer- 
ence room at the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, but the Fed's only role in the 
meeting was to supply a room. Fed spokes- 
man Arthur Sam an sky said. 

Mexico is believed to be seeking a suspen- 
sion of principal payments until 1 983. while 
-paying the interest due. on some of its debt. 
Mexico's public and private debt to foreign 
lenders is the highest of any nation. 

' U.S. banks are owed about $17 billion by 
Mexico. Friday's edition of American Banker, 
a daily industry publication, said the nine 
largest American banks have $12 billion on 
loan to Mexico, about 2 percent of their 
assets. 

Bank of America in San Francisco, the 
largest commercial bank in the world, is 
thought to hold the most Mexican debt, about 
$3 billion, according to published reports. 

A source at the bank said Friday that figure 
“was oh the high side." but he would not say 
how much Mexican debt the bank holds. 


Banks consider that information proprietary, 
said the official, who asked that his name not 
be used. 

Mexico has encountered serious economic 
reverses in the last year, in part because of the 
worldwide oil glut. Mexico is one of the 
world's major oil producers and the United 
States is its biggest customer. Those transac- 
tions are in U.S. dollars, not directly affected 
by the deflated Mexican peso 

The meeting here was being held behind 
closed doors and news reporters were con- 
fined to the first floor lobby of the Fed buil- 
ding. 

There was no indication how long the 
meeting would last. 

Samanski said Rafael Resend iz. a member 
of the Mexican delegation, would issue a 
formal statement foDowing the termination 
of the meeting. 

In Mexico, the peso plunged to almost 1 20 
to the dollar when foreign exchange trading 
resumed Thursday for the first time in a 
week. 

The rate represented a 30 percent devaluat- 
ion from the 69.50 rate when the government 
stepped in to stop dollar sales by the banks 
last Friday because of the country's economic 
crisis.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 20. (R) — After 
intense lobbying by President Ronald 
Reagan. Congress has passed a record Sy8.3 
billion tax bill aimed at slowing huge gov- 
ernment budget deficits and speeding 
economic recovery. 

With help from an unusual coalition of 
Republican and opposition Democratic 
leaders, the tax bill Thursday night passed the 
House of Representatives on a 226-207 vote 
and the Senate by 52-47. 

Reagan quelled a revolt among his ardent 
conservative Republic supporters through 
□on-stop lobbying which included White 
House dinners and picnics at Camp David, 
the presidential retreat in the Marvland 
Mountains. 

He also persuaded enough Democrats to 
vote for the bin even though it is a congres- 
sional election year when members do not 
want to alienate voters by raising taxes. 
Reagan argued that failing to raise taxes 
would have produce a SI 81 billion deficit in 
1983. 

In turn, he said this would push up interest 
rates further, and proloag the recession with 
its 9.8 percent U.S. unemployment rate, the 
highest since the Great Depression of the 
1930s.

Dollar seen losing glitter 


LONDON. Aug. 20 (R) - The dollar is 
likely to ease further from recent highs as 
falling U.S. interest rates continue to dimin- 
ish the importance of interest rate factors in 
foreign exchange markets, economists and 
foreign exchange dealers say. 

Markets will increasingly focus on 
economic fundamentals such as balance of 
payments and inflation considerations, now 
that fears of a marked upturn in U.S. inter- 
est rates have been assuaged, the 
economists and dealers, interviewed by 
Reuter correspondents in major financial 
centers, said. 

Recent apparent shifts in the U.S. Federal 
Reserve’s policy thrust have given credence 
to these expectations. 

The Fed has been able to substantially 
relax its grip on bank reserves since growth 
in the key M-l money supply measure 
moved back within its 2.5 to 5.5 percent 
target range. 

Thus in the last two months the key over- 
night “Fed funds'* rate has fallen some six 
percentage points and treasury bill rates by 

5.5 points, while Fed rate has been cut to 

10.5 percent from 12 and bank prime rates 
to 14 percent from 16.5 percent. 

But U.S. economists say the speed with 
which U.S. interest rates have fallen indi- 
cates the Fed’s concern at continued weak- 
ness in the U.S. economy, and the growing 
shakiness of the world financial system, for 
which high U.S. rates must take much of the 


blame. 

And while further falls in key rates are 
generally expected, albeit at a slower. pace 
than of late, these factors could combine to 
push rates higher again in the longer term, 
some economists believe. 

"The market will be reminded intermit- 
tently of the. treasury’s large financing 
needs, and this could push rates higher.*’ 
Wells Fargo Bank economist Harold 
Nathan said. 

But. “with the declines in rates now. there 
is a chance that the recovery will be stronger 
and Iasi longer." he said, adding it could be 
spring or summer of 198? before the full 
impact of today's lower rates are seen in the 
economy. 

The other major danger, economists say. is 
that money supply could start to grow shar- 
ply this fall. 

“I think we are going to see money supply 
growth because of the aggressiveness with 
which the Fed has provided reserves to the 
banking system in the past few’ weeks.” 
Crocker Bank economist Thomas Thomson 
said. 

"I think the Fed is concerned about the 
economic and financial fabric of the country 
and would like to maintain a fairly aggres- 
sive easing posture. However, that desire 
will conflict with control over the money 
supply and that will place the Fed in a 
dilemma toward the end of the year." he 
said. 


OPEC aides view problems 


VIENNA. Aug. 20 (AFP) — The market 
monitoring committee of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries? meeting here 
Friday, has not succeeded in overcoming the 
problems within OPEC, observers said. 

But Algerian Oil Minister Belkacem Nabi. 
emerging after the meeting's morning ses- 
sion. was optimistic that OPECs problems 
were '’surmountable”, adding that the 
organization had already survived for more 
than 20 years. 

Also attending the meeting are the oil minis- 
ters of the United Arab Emirates. Mana 
Saeed Al-Oteiba, Humberto Calderon Berti. 
of Venezuela Prof. Subroto of Indonesia. 

OPEC is currently struggling against a fal- 
ling world demand for oil. Not only have 
industrialized countries not run down their 
oil stocks as fast as expected, but they have 
also been developing alternative energy 
sources. 

But Prof. Subroto believes that oil demand 
will pick up slightly by the end of the year. 
And Calderon Beni estimates that third 
quarter demand of 1 9 million barrels a day 
will grow to 21 million barrels in the fourth 
quarter. 

OPECs second big problem is its infighting. 
Both Iran and Libya, which were conspicuous 
by their absence from the meeting of OPEC 
experts here Thursday and Wednesday, have 


exceeded their production quoas imposed by 
OPEC in March. 

Venezuela has also exceeded quotas. Calde- 
ron Beni acknowledged that it was currently 
producing 1.9 million barrels a day — 
400.000 barrels above its quota. According 
to figures released by the Venezuelan oil 
minister. Libya's output is 1.2 million barrels 
(against a quota of 750.000). Iran’s is 2.2 
million barrels 1 1.2 million) and Nigeria's is 
1.4 million barrels (1.3 million). 

But OPEC oil ministers disagree on 
OPEC’s current oil output. Prof. Subroto put 
last month’s production at 18.5 million bar- 
rels a day compared to the OPEC production 
ceiling of 17.5 million. 

Angola strikes oil 

LUANDA, Aug. 20 (AFP) — The Ango- 
lan oil production company Sonangol has 
located three additional oil and natural gas 
fields off northern Angola, it was announced 
here. 

The discoveries were made during offshore 
prospection by the U.S. oil company Texaco 
acting in association with Sonangol, Bras- 
petro (Brazil) and Total (France).

leg.” 

Ovett is hoping to recover in time to com- 
pete in the Commonwealth Games in Bris- 
bane.

Coe. himself recently recovered from a 
stress fracture, still is expected to run at 
Eugene and another Briton. 21 -year-old 
Steve Cram, also is expecting an invitation.

PARIS. Aug. 20 (R) — French star Bernard

“It's the most modem in Europe, a classic 
Olympic-size stadium with what we believe is 
a fast track conducive to record-breaking at 
these games." Dr. Otto Szymiczek. the games 
director, said in an interview. 

Built in just two years at a cost of 4.2 billion 
drachmas ($58 million) the stadium seats 
almost 80.000 spectators in two overlapping 
concrete tiers, with the upper level sheltering 
pan of the lower tier. "The basic idea was to 
bring the spectators as dose as possible to the 
track, and 1 think this was worked. Everyone 
seemed to like it at the first track meet held " 
planning director Dimitri Andricopoulos 
said.

LONDON. Aug. 20 <R| - England's 15 
cricketing rebels must serve the remainder of 
the three-year Test ban imposed on them for 
taking part in an unofficial tour of South 
Africa earlier this year.

Cricket Board (TCCB) decided at a special 
meeting at Lord’s Friday that the suspension, 
imposed in March, would not be lifted. The 
Board said that cricket in England would suf- 
fer "irreparable harm” unless the interna- 
tional program for the next three years went 
through as schedule. 

The Board, who face a possible rcstraim.of 
trade legal action from the 15 players, know 
that next season's World Cup and the West 
Indies tour to England in I9S4 would be in 
serious jeoperdy if the ban were lifted or cut 
short. 

Representatives of the TCCB. the banned 
players and their legal advisers had met Iasi 
month to hear the rebels’ views on their 
lengthy ban from Test cricket. In thei; state- 
ment Friday the Board said :hat nothing had 
transpired which justified any change nov. in 
the resolution taken to ban the 15 player*. 

Aussies shatter 
India’s dreams 

KUALA LUMPUR. Aug. 20 (AFP) — 
Co-favorites India's chances of making the 
semifinal rounds of the Junior World Cup 
Hockey Tournament evaporated here Friday 
when they were beaten 3-2 by Australia in 
the preliminary Tound match. 

The Indians, until now strongly favored to 
be in the hunt for the title with defending 
champions Pakistan, gave a poor display 
compared to their earlier matches. Friday's 
defeat was their second after losing 3-1 :o 
Germany on the opening day. 

Australia with seven porflts and Germany 
with six are the two sure qualifiers from 
Group "B'\ while India, with four points, 
were pushed back into third position. Ger- 
many has iwo games in hand, while India and 
Australia each have only one game left. 

In the other matches Malaysia kept their 
chances of entering t he semifinals alive with a 
5-1 win over bottqm-of-the-table New Zea- 
land. Malaysia and Spain are in contention for 
the other semifiiftl berth in Group "A", 
while Pakistan is certain to take the top berth 
in the group. They have four points from two 
games. 

An hat-trick by Ross Rutledge enabled 
Canada down Kenya 3-2 in the second Group 
‘B’ match of the day. This was the Canadian s 
first win after two defeats and a draw. Both 
the teams are out of contention for the semi- 
final berths. 

The Indians wasted chances galore of at 
least salvaging a point againsf Australia. 
India were a goal down by the 1 8th minute 
when Graig Fairbrother made no mistake 
from the spot following a penalty-stroke. Bui 
the Indians neutralized the lead in the 25th 
minute when Mohindar Pal Singh converted 
a penalty-corner. 

The teams resumed deadlocked 1-1, but 
India went ahead five minutes inlo the ses- 
sion when Tikken slammed in the ball on the 
rebound.

Very often this assumption 
will’ prove false, but there is 
little to be lost by adopting the 
more sanguine view. 

Mere is a typical case where 
west leads the king of spades 
and is faced with the problem 
of what to play at trick two. 
His correct play is a low club, 
in which case the contract col- 
lapses when East takes the 
ace. returns a club to the king, 
and gets a club ruff to set four 
hearts a trick. 

Most players wouldn't dare 
lead a club from the king at 
trick two. The specter of South 
having the ace would freeze 
them in their tracks and in- 
duce them to make a “safer" 
play. 

This is the wrong view. West 
is entitled to assume that East 
has the ace of clubs, because 
that is a necessary assump- 
tion to defeat the contract. He 
is also entitled to assume that 
the ace is a doubleton, for 
otherwise it is next to impossi- 
ble to imagine scoring four 
tricks for the defense. 

It is true that a club lead 
might lose a trick but it never 
loses the contract. The trick 
that may be lost is a drop in 
the bucket compared to what 
could be lost by not leading a 
dub.

Bonn asks Kremlin 
to clarify deployment 


BONN. Aug. 20 (AP) — The West Ger- 
man government on Friday called for the 
Soviet^ Union to "clear up" the controversy 
over whether it is continuing to deploy SS-20 
medium-range nuclear weapons capable of 
hitting Western Europe. 

, Government spokesman Lothar Ruehl 
rold a press conference that the Soviet Union 
should provide some verification or explana- 
tion of its contention that it has stopped 
deploying the missiles. 

Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev said last 
March 16 that the Soviet Union would 
unilaterally stop further deployment of the 
SS-20s and halt all technical preparations for 
new sites. But United States intelligence 
sources said last month that the Soviets were 
cimiinuinc deployment. 

Seychelles 
lifts curfew 

VICTORIA. Seychelles, Aug. 20 (AP) - 
A round-the-clock curfew imposed during a 
short-lived mutiny by disgruntled soldiers 
was lifted Friday after the capture of most of 
the fugitive mutineers, the official media 
reported. 

Seychelles Age nee Presse said life in this 
Indian Ocean archipelago was back to nor- 
mal, with people going to work as usual and 
the international airport open. A communi- 
que from defense force headquarters said 
some of the mutineers had fled into the jungle 
outside Victoria. 

The communique said“a few" membersof 
loyal forces died in Wednesday’s battle to 
retake from the rebels the government-run 
radio station. Radio Seychelles, and other 
key installations on the main island of Mahe. 

it added that "a numb$f of loyal soldiers 
and rebels were wounded in the mutiny, 
which begad in the early hours of Tuesday 
with the declared aim of ousting certain 
junior military officers. 

The government of President France 
Albert Rene so far has issued no definitive 
figures on the uprising, such as the number of 
rebels involved in the mutiny, the number of 
killed and wounded in the fighting or the 
number of rebels captured. 

Unofficial sources said they believed the 
rebel dead numbered between 10 and 15. 
They said at least one civilian was killed in the 
cross-fire and that other civilians were 
injured. 

The rebels had claimed to hold 239 hos- 
tages in the seafront building of Radio 
Seychelles, from which they broadcast their 
complaints about treatment by senior offic- 
ers. But staff at the station said there were no 
more than 30 hostages and that all were 
rescued.

On Thursday. Soviet officials assured 
Horst Emke. a leading West German politi- 
cian visiting Moscow, that the missiles were 
no longer being deployed. “This contradic- 
tion is considerable and must be cleared up'. It 
is important for the future of Europe,” Ruehl 
told reporters Friday. 

He did not suggest a wav that the Soviets 
could prove their contention. He added that 
U.S. intelligence about military installations, 
such as the satellite intelligence used to spot 
the SS-20s. is normally accurate. 

Last month. Ruehl said U.S. satellite 
photographs had proven "beyond a doubt” 
that the Soviets have about 3 15 triple-headed 
SS-20s in place, with some 70 percent of 
them (about 225) targeted at Western 
Europe. 

Ruehl declined to comment on a leak in 
The Los Angeles Times alleging that Washing- 
ton had worked out a plan fur “successful 
nuclear war with Moscow. Ruehl said he 
“ knew nothing about it”, and that any change 
in U.S. nuclear policy would be communi- 
cated to the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion nuclear planning group. 

However, the report has caused an outcry 
here, with public opinion still sensitive after 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan's remark last 
November about “limited" nuclear war in 
Europe. Sources close to the Foreign Minis- 
try have made no secret of the fact that, 
should the Pentagon document prove 
authentic, it would cause serious doubts in 
Europe on U.S. commitment to negotiating 
nuclear arms reduction wish Moscow. 

As military circles expressed concern that 
the leak would fuel the pacifist movement 
here, the ruling Social Democratic Party's 
military expert, Karsten Voigt, lashed out at 
the U.S. administration for "being under the 
dangerous delusion that one can control or 
win a nuclear war." 

Pacifists within the party leadership have 
asked the government to query Washington 
on the report. Nothing that nuclear war 
would devastate West Germany, DieZeit 
newspaper predicted that the leak would 
strengthen the pacifist movement and create 
new tension within the Atlantic alliance. 

Filipino denies 
sedition charge 

MANILA, Aug. 20 (R) — Detained 
Philippine labor leader Felixberto Olalia on 
Friday denied in court that he conspired to 
incite sedition and rebellion. The army last 
week arrested Olalia, head of a union known 
as the May 1 Movement, on charges of plot- 
ting bombings, assassinations and nationwide 
strikes to wreck the economy. 

“I have never intended to sabotage the 
economy and our union has never discussed 
any plot regarding bombings and assassina- 
tions," Olalia told the court. The union's 
secretary-general. Crispin Beltran, was 
arrested' last Wednesday on the same 
charges. Both arrests were authorized by 
president Ferdinand Marcos under an order 
allowing indefinite detention. 

Marcos said in a television interview 
Thursday night that a conspiracy threatening 
his government had been foiled after some 
plotters had given information to the 
authorities 

Method to end sterility 

PARIS, Aug. 20 (AFP) — Bulgarian doc- 
tors are using electrical stimulation of glands 
in a revolutionary method to treat female 
sterility, the Bulgarian news agency BTA, 
monitored here, reported Friday. 

A special apparat us, developed by Dr. Ivan 
Avramov and an engineer, Kiril Juruv in 
Varna on the Black Sea, stimulates the 
hypothalamus, an organ below the brain 
which regulates the secretions of all endoc- 
rine glands, and therefore hormone balance. 

BTA said the Bulgarian Academy of 
Medicine had found the method "effective 
and entirely harmless.” The agency said the 
two developed the method owing to the high 
proportion of childless families — 120,000 
for S.5 million inhabitants — in Bulgaria.

May confirm acid rain theory 

Pollutants seen drifting to N. Atlantic 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Florida. Aug. 20 
(AP)— A large plume of carbon monoxide, 
produced mostly by automotive exhausts, 
was observed drifting from the east coast of 
North America into the North Atlantic 
during the November shuttle flight. NASA 
scientists say. 

“Whether it goes all the way to Europe we 
can’t say." said Henry Reichle of NASA’s 
Langley Research Center in Virginia. “But 
we can confirm that carbon monoxide is 
exported from industrial centers through 
great distances." 

He added that carbon monoxide 
generated in Western Europe is polluting 
the eastern Mediterranean up to Greece. 

The plume could confirm theories that pol- 
lutants from industrial centers in Western 
Europe are responsible for the recent rapid 
deterioration of marble ruins in Athens and 
the acid rain falling on Scandinavian lakes. 


University of Florida physicist Alex Greene 
said. “This kind of evidence lends support 
to the feeling that pollution is an inter- 
national problem, not a local one," he said. 

The instrument responsible for the fin- 
dings was a 23-inch-high air pollution 
measurer, equipped with a digital tape 
recorder and a carbon monoxide detector, 
that was in the space shuttle Columbia *s 
cargo bay during the second mission last 
November. 

While the experiment measures carbon 
monoxide only, it may show that other pol- 
lutants such as the more toxic sulfur dioxide 
also travel along air currents around the 
globe, officials say. Sulfur dioxide, pro- 
duced mostly as an industrial waste, is the 
major constituent of arid rain, which kills 
fresh water lakes, scientists say. 

Pollutants such as carbon monoxide 
usually have a long life in the atmosphere, 
and are believed to cross the Atlantic and 


mix with pollutants generated in Britain 
within five days, said Dr. James Friend, a 
physicist at Drexel University in Philadel- 
phia. 

Since excesscarbon monoxide could affect 
global weather by combining with oxygen to 
form carbon dioxide and cause the “green- 
house effect.’ 1 an abundance of the pol- 
lutant could raise overall temperatures on 
earth. Higher temperatures could upset 
growing cycles of crops. Reichle said. 

Friend said more carbon monoxide, in 
circulation also puts a greater burden on the 
atmosphere’s natural cleansing. “This (fin- 
ding) may show carbon monoxide is being 
exported because' it’s accumulating." be 
said. The area with least amount of the pol- 
lutant was the South Pacific, be added. 

The November air pollution experiment 
was successful. Reichle said, and it will fly 
along again on the 17th shuttle flight 
scheduled for August 1 984. .

AJACCIO. Corsica. Aug. 20 (AFP) — A

Warsaw square cardoned off 


WARSAW. Aug. 20 (R) — Polish 
authorities Friday cordoned off Victory 
Square in Warsaw which has become a focus 
of opposition to martial law. A team of work- 
ers moved in to construct a wooden fence 
round the square, officially to replace the 
cracked and uneven paving stones covering 
the surface, the size of two soccer pitches. 
Twice this week riot police have been 
deployed to disperse crowds gathered on the 
square, where for more than a year people 
have laid flowers, at first in memory of the 
late Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski but since the 
military takeover in Recetnber as a sign of 
protest. 

Crowds of several hundred have gathered 
there daily singing religious and patriotic 
songs and making V-for-victory signs, often 
under a banner of the suspended Solidarity 
trade union or a picture of its interned leader 
Lech Walesa. 

On Thursday the police prevented people 
from gathering by patrolling the square and 
checking documents. Some people were war- 
ned they would be charged with littering if 
they placed flowers on the ground. In the 
evening a group of several hundred laid 
flowers in the nearby Castle Square, in the 
city’s old town, but they dispersed when a 
column of riot police arrived. 


The authorities have said that when they 
repave Victory Square they will include in the 
flagstones a plaque in memory of the religi- 
ous events which took place on the square. 
Cardinal Wyszynskf s coffin stood in its cen- 
ter during an open-air funeral last year, and 
Pope John Paid addressed a congregation 
during his triumphal visit to his homeland in 
1979.. 

Meanwhile, official sources confirmed that 
guards at an internment camp in northern 
Poland used truncheons to quelfl a distur- 
bance involving a large number of detainees 
last Saturday. Unconfirmed reports from Sol- 
idarity sources said 60 persons were involved 
and a number were badly beaten. The 
authorities are holding more than 600 
unionists in internment camps and prisons 
throughout Poland. 

The official news ageoev PAP reported the 
gloomy facts of Poland’s economic decline, 
showing that people are eating, producing ' 
and earning less than they were a year ago. 
Real incomes in the first seven months of 
1982 fell by 25 percent compared with the 
same period last year, an average Pole ate 30 
percent less food, there was an acute shortage 
of industrial labor and productivity is 
declining. PAP said. 


2nd Soviet woman orbiting in space 


MOSCOW. Aug. 20 (AP) — Three Soviet 
cosmonauts including a woman, were repor- 
ted to have started preparations Friday to 
Urk their spacecraft with a Soviet space stat- 
ion orbiting the earth, 

Svetlana Savitskaya, the second woman 
ever sent into space, and fellow cosmonauts 
Leonid Popov and Alexander Serebrov 
began their workday at noon Moscow time, 
according to the official Soviet news agency 
Tass. They were expected to dock their Soyuz 
T-7 spaceship with the space station at about 
10 p.m! local time (1300 GMT). 

Radio Moscow said “all is normal” on board 
the spaceship that was launched Thursday. 

The three new Soviet cosmonauts will be 
joining cosmonauts Anatoly Berezovoy and 
Valentin Lebedev aboard the Salyut-7 space 
station. Berezovoy and Lebedev have been 
working on the orbiting scientific laboratory 
for more than three months, and have already 
been visited there by a joint Soviet-French 
crew. 

The latest all-Soviet crew to be sent into 
space includes two rookies and one veteran. 

One rookie is Miss Savitskaya, a 34-year- 
old pilot, who is the daughter of a Soviet Air 
Force marshal and ace war pilot. The other is 
Serebrov. the 38-year-old flight engineer. 
The commander of the crew is Popov. 36. 
who completed a record-shattering 1 85-day 
space flight in 1 980. and also flew in space 
last year witha Romanian cosmonaut. 

The Soviet Union has lionized its first 


woman cosmonaut. Valetina Tereshkova, 
who flew in space for three days in June. 
1963. She became a member of the policy- 
making central committee of the Soviet 
Communist Party in 1 971 . is chairman of the 
Soviet Women’s Committee, and has played 
a visible role in the anti-nuclear campaign. 

Miss Savitskaya, who is married to a pilot 
about whom no details have been released, 
wears her hair Iri a fringe at the front and a 
ponytail at the back. 

In 1970 she won the world aerobatics 
championships in Britain and in the mid- 
1 970s specialized in breaking speed records 
in supersonic jets at two or three times the 
speed of sound. Her main task aboard the 
Salyut-7 space station win be to carry out 
medical checks on how her own body reacts 
to weightlessness. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for the Johnson 
Space Center in Houston, Texas, said that 
Sally Ride, who is scheduled to become the 
first American woman in space next spring, is 
one of eight female members of the U.S. 
astronaut corps. 

Miss Ride. 3 1 . who recently married feUow 
astronaut' Steve Hawley but still goes under 
her maiden names, was a member of a four- 
person crew assigned to the seventh flight of 
the U.S. space shuttle in April, he said. 

Of the eight women in tr ainin g at the 
space center in Houston for future shuttle 
missions, only Miss Ride, a physicist, has 
been assigned to a specific mission.

About half, the bombings — mostly small 
charges of dynamite placed in banks, post 
offices, and shops owned by French mainlan- 
ders — were heard in die Corsican capital 
between 4 aan. and 4:30 a.m., just hours 
before voting was to begin. 

There were about 15 explosions in Bastia, 
and others at Porto Vecchio. Cargese. Portic- 
do. Sagone, Corte and Calvi, where two per- 
sons were reported slightly, injured by a blast 
which damaged a Chinese restaurant owned 
by a former French legionnaire. 

The group which claimed to have planted 
the bombs had called for a boycott of the 
regional assembly elections earlier this 
month. Edmond Simeoni, bead of the Union 
of Corsican People, in negotiations with 
Sodalist assemblymen before Friday’s vote, 
denounced the dan system which he said lay 
behind election fraud, political payoffs and 
•misuse of public funds on the island. 

Simeoni, a militant who had previously 
spent time in French jails for his separatist 
activities, won a total of nine votes in Friday's 
election for assembly president, second 
runner-up after conservative candidate 
Jean-Paulde Rocca Sena, with 20 votes. The 
winner. Alfonsi. benefited from a united 
Socialist and Communist bloc in the third 
round of voting, obtaining a simple majority 
of 23. 
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India venue 
for summit 
preferred 

NEW DELHI, Aug. 20 ( AP) — Radovan 
Vlajkovic, vice president of Yugoslavia said 
Friday his country would be “greatly 
pleased" if agreement could be reached to 
hold the seventh summit meeting of the 
nonaligned movement in the Indian capital. 

“It is also very important to reach agree- 
ment among all members" of the movement 
on where to hold the pre-summit meeting of 
foreign ministers, Vlajkovic told reporters on 
his arrival here for a one-day visit. Vlajkovic 
later discussed the matter with Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi. 

The seventh summit was scheduled to 
begin Sept. 6 in Baghdad, with the ministers 
meeting set to open in the Iraqi capital Sept. 
2. However, Iraq remains locked in a bloody 
border war with Iran. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein has asked 
India, which along with Yugoslavia and 
Egypt was a founding member of the 
nonaligned movement, to host the summit. 
He suggested the ministers meeting be con- 
vened as scheduled to formally approve the 
change in venue. 

Cuba, current chairman of the 9-£raember 
movement, has suggested the foreign minis- 
ters meet later this month in Havana to dis- 
cuss a change in venue for the summit. 

Vlajkovic was scheduled to depart Satur- 
day for Dubai. 

U.N. chief, Huang 
discuss Mideast 

PEKING, Aug. 20 (AFP) — United 
Nations Secretary-General Javier Perez tie 
Cuellar discussed Cambodia, the Middle East 
and other international issues during five 
hours of talks here Friday with Chinese Fore- 
ign Minister Huang Hua, official sources said. 

The two diplomats were also reported to 
have exchanged views on Afghanistan. 
Namibia, disarmament and ways of streng- 
thening the United Nations. Perez de Cuellar 
arrived Thursday to begin a four-day visit to 
China, his first trip to Asia since his election 
as secretary-general in December. 

The 61-year-old Peruvian diplomat was 
expected to meet Saturday the Chinese 
Communist Party Vice Chairman Deng Xia- 
oping and Prime Minister Zhao Ziyang. 
membersof De Cuellar’s entourage said. The 
secretary-general will travel from Peking to 
Shanghai in eastern China on Sunday
